Their harvests are carried home on 
their back s tied up in sheets, or occa 
sionally in a hand cart. 
Thu owner of 
a one horse vehicle is regarded us a 
millionaire among them. 
They are 
wonderful wood work ert-. arti« ts m the 
use of tool-: mak ers of musical instru­ 
ments and tine falndcH. 
Except the 
Americans, the Swiss arc the most in­ 
ventive people in the world, and no in­ 
vention is ever patented. 
Their na­ 
tional motto is “ Each for all and all 
for each.” 
Their public school system 
is one of the very best, and their teach­ 
ers are employed for life or during good 
behavior. 
Their form of government 
i.s that of a model republic. They have 
no president. 
Their c ibinet or execu­ 
tive committee of seven is elected for a 
term of three years and no member is 
eligible to re-election, aud ail have 
eq ual power, though they elect one of 
their number as chairman, or nominal 
¡» resident. 
The 
legislative arm of 
their government is somewhat similar 
to ours, but all their elections are di­ 
rectly popular elections. 
If a change 
of iaw'd, or new law.s are desired, or a 
change of policy, the petition of dO,OUU 
of

people 
can 
compel 
an 
election 
instructing 
leKiblative 
ac­ 
tion.
